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The Committee of the Royal Literary Fund, on this recurrence of its Anni- 
versary, think proper to lay before the public a statement of its purposes 
and circumstances ; to inform its friends of the substantial good it has 
effected, and to induce the enlightened and the liberal to aid them with 
their co-operation. 

The piinciple of the Institution is to administer assistan<;e to Authors 
of genius and learning, who may be reduced to distress by unavoidable 
calamities, or deprived, by enfeebled faculties or declining life, of the 
power of literary exertion. This assistance is renewed as often as the 
Committee consider necessary, and is extended at the death of an author 
to his widow and children. In the application of this liberality, the 
utmost caution is used, both as to the reality of the distress, and the 
merits of the individual. No writer can come within the views of the 
Society who has not published a work of intelligence and public value ; 
and something more than talent, however brilliant it be, is invariably 
exacted. WhUe the bounty of the Institution is bestowed without regard 
to national or poUtical distinctions, every author, without exception, is 
excluded whose writings are offensive to Morals or Religion, and whose per- 
sonal character is not proved by satisfactory testimony to be beyond 
suspicion. 

The objects of the Fund include a very extensive class. It is unques- 
tionable that in the present age some branches of Literature have obtained 
signal remuneration ; but its graver provinces are still but a barren inheri- 
tance. While works of Imagination are munificently encoura^d, all that 
vast and lofty region which belongs to Science and Learning is compara- 
lively unproductive. The Philosopher, the Mathematician, the Classical 
Scholar, the Divine, stand but on the verge of that opulent stream which 
swells around the more favoured Literature. But even in the most pros- 
perous career of authorship, reverses will come, ill health will break up 
the mind, the common misfortunes of life will overthrow the most prudent 
provision for its future years; age is of course inevitable, and by that 
decay of intellectual vigour which may come at any time, and must come 
at last, the noblest spirits, occupied during their best years in the labours 
of the understanding, may be reduced to a state of wretchedness, whose 
alleviation would be a simple impulse of humanity, even if it were not 
suggested by the sympathy of the Scholar, and commanded by the duty 
of the Christian. 

In this general mass of misfortune there are painful distinctions. Many 
of the apphcants are members of the learned professions, holding, in 
earlier life, considerable rank in the public eye and cast down from the 
fairest prospects of competence and honour by irresistible calamities. 
Many are still more painfully entitled to assistance : females known as 
authors, or the destitute widows and orphans of men of ability and virtue. 
It is among the inconveniences of the Institution as appealing to the 
Public, that those cases, many of which would excite the deepest com- 
miseration, must not be disclosed. But all suppression of names, and of 
circumstances which might lead to names, is obviously essential. In the 
distributions of the Royal Literary Fund, as there is the strictest i^Yft.9».>x- 
tion against imposture, so there is the moat aax\^Ci\\^«X.Ve\v\l\W!L\ft\>^^ 
of individuals; the business is transacted b^ a coTivTo[\V\.^^«»SS!k.c\K^'^ ^^««v. 
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to be a security for its conduct, and yet sufficiently secret to avoid all 
distressing publicity. 

The present state of the Institution will be best understood from a 
slight notice of its history. 

As early as 1 773, Mr. David Williams proposed the formation of a Lit- 
erary Fund to a small Club of literary men which met at the Prince of 
Wales Tavern, in Conduit-street, Hanover-square, and which allowed its 
members to vary the proceedings of their meetings, by introducing short 
papers on subjects of science and learning. In one of these papers, Mr. 
Williams proposed the Institution of a Literary Fund, ** as an object deserv- 
"ing the attention of the members, who if they should not obtain the 
•* power of justly assigning the equivalents of scientific and literary benefits, 
•* would hold out to genius — to every man having the faculty of rendering 
" public service — the kind and generous promise that his studies, his time, 
"his efforts, his privations, should not leave him in misery." 

The Chairman on this occasion was the celebrated Benjamin Franklin, 
who, in discussing the merits of Mr. Williams's proposal, expressed great 
regret in declaring his opinion, that a Fund of any considerable amount 
for a purpose he acknowledged to be truly noble, could not be obtained, 
because the impression to be made by an appeal to the public must be 
very feeble. It had been said by Mr. WiUiams, in describing his plan, 
that the Athenians punished ingratitude in individuals as a great crime, 
and that he had no doubt a Society might be founded in justice and 
gratitude to men of letters; but Dr. Franklin observed that Mr. 
Williams had not intimated how Communities are to be punished when 
uugrateful to their best benefactors. ** Common Charities," he said, 
** spring from common feehngs ; or if some of them should require a few 
"ideas and reflections, they may be easily connected by ordinary and 
" imperfect intellects ; but an Institution for the relief of misery, which 
"is so far from being intrusive and obvious — so far from pressing on the 
" senses that it withdraws from observation — is an institution whose ob- 
" ject will be ever lost to the common classes of subscribers to pubhc cha- 
" rities." The subject, however, appeared to all the members of the Club 
to be so important, that it was agreed to refer it for further consideration ; 
and the Meeting was dissolved by Dr. Franklin in an address which nearly 
proved prophetic, and hovered over the mind of Mr. Wilhams in every 
difficulty which occurred to him in the progress of the Institution. " I 
" perceive," said Dr. Franklin, " that our friend does not acquiesce in 
" our opinions, and that he will undertake this Institution. The event, 
" be it what it may, will be honourable to him : but it will require so 
"much time, perseverance, and patience, that the anvil may wear out 
" the hammer." 

After several other fruitless attempts, Mr. Williams records that, " con- 
" suiting an aged and experienced bookseller on the means of removing 
" the difficulties in his way, the old man exclaimed, * Sir, nobody will 
" ' meddle with authors.' The conversation, howeier, terminated in his 
" engagement to become a subscriber, provided his advice were taken, to 
"associate literature with the arts, or with any class or description of ob- 
" jects less obnoxious to general apprehension and terror." This advice 
was taken ; several artists were consulted, and a few gentlemen having 
expressed n disposition to encourage the attempt, an advertisement was 
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issued soliciting the friends of literature and the arts to assist in estab- 
lishing an Institution for the relief of ** men of letters whose studies 
preclude pecuniary attention, and artists of great merit." This appeal 
was attended by no material effect, and Mr. WilUams made no further 
attempt to unite art and literature in the plan of his proposed Institution. 
The American war divided the Club, and involved Literature so far in 
its eflfects, that Mr. Williams thought it advisable to be silent on the sub- 
ject of the Literary Fund. On the return of peace, and on the accession 
of Mr. Pitt to office, Mr. Williams was desirous of promoting his object 
under the auspices of a Minister "whose character and fate," he says, 
"seemed to be identified with those of the nation." Acting therefore on 
what he describes as "the general persuasion that the reign of justice and 
" virtue would take place," and induced by the advice of Dr. Adam Smith, 
he obtained a private audience of Mr. Pitt, who perused his proposarwith 
attention, and after a short pause said, " If I were not Minister, I might 
"turn my thoughts to this plan, which appears to me very important, but 
" I am already too much engaged." From the Minister, Mr. Williams 
w^nt to two of the pVincipal leaders of Parliamentary opposition, Mr. Fox 
and Mr. Burke, and to Sir Joseph Banks, who had just been elevated to 
the Chair of the Royal Society, with the same view of obtaining the aid 
and sanction of celebrated and popular names in surmounting the first 
obstacles to the Institution. He was, however, equally unsuccessful; the 
suggestion was treated as "a fine speculation impossible to be realized: 
" for the difficulties of exciting in a sufficient number of benefactors any 
** useful degree of sympathy with men of genius and letters were considered 
"insurmountable." Conceiving, therefore, that there were now no hopes 
of accomplishing his object, Mr. Williams laid his papers aside, and 
reluctantly relinquished the design. 

Several years elapsed, during which the Club had undergone many modi- 
fications, when an accidental and distressing circumstance revived the con- 
sideration of the question. In 1788, Floyer Sydenham, the personal 
friend of several Members of the Club, an amiable and learned scholar, 
who had acquired considerable reputation by his writings on the Platonic 
Philosophy, died in consequence of his arrest for a small debt ; he never 
spoke after being arrested, and sunk under the pressure of his calamity. 
The subject of the proposed Literary Fund was now brought home to the 
minds of the principal literary characters in the Metropolis ; and a general 
sentiment of regret prevailed that Mr. Williams had not succeeded in 
making some provision against an event so disgraceful to the wealth and 
intelligence of the country. After some consideration of the difficulties 
he had experienced in obtaining the sanction of great names to a plan of 
ext'ensive eflFect, Mr. Williams determined to have recourse to an anony- 
mous advertisement, and to make his first appeal, not to the justice and 
gratitude of the public, biit to the humanity of individuals. At the next 
meeting of the Club eight gentlemen subscribed each a guinea, which they 
repeated three or four times in the first year to keep this advertisement 
before the public; but for two years the advertisement produced only 
sufficient subscriptions to defray its own expense, and to print the Rules 
of the proposed Institution. 

It soon became evident to the Founder, that there were powerful causes 
in operation which would render the progress of the Institution %l<\Hi. 
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He perceived all public Charities hanging out signs and producing spec- 
tacles whjch spoke to the eye, or impressed the imagination ; whereas, in 
the Literary Fund, he could produce no symbols of misery, no actual 
examples or scenes to engage that compassion and humanity on which he 
was obliged to place its first reliance. By the advice of his friend Mr. 
John Nichols, the Printer and Editor of the Gentleman's Magazine, it 
was determined to hold a Public Meeting, and to establish the Institution 
at once by the appointment of a Committee and Ofiicers. This Public 
Meeting was held on the 18th of May, 1790, Dr. Alexander Johnson, M.D., 
in the Chair, and the Resolution which was then adopted establishing the 
Institution is thus recorded in the minutes of the Meeting : — " Upon taking 
"into consideration that although the humanity of the Publick has been 
" directed by high and numerous examples to distressed talents in various 
" professions, yet Men of Letters often sufier in poverty and sometimes in 
"aU the extremity ^f want; — and a small number of gentlemen in whose 
" knowledge have occurred several most affecting instances of living misery 
** having formed the outlines of an Institution to support deserving 
" authors in sickness, distress, old age, and at the .termination of life : 
" and to give temporary relief to the widows and orphans of those who 
**have any claims on the public from having written any useful book,* 
" Resolved unanimously that a Committee of fifteen gentlemen be ap- 
" pointed to carry such plan into execution, and to conduct the business 
*' of the Society for one year from the present day." 

The Committee comprised — Dr. Alexander Johnson, M.D., Chairman ; 
Mr. David Williams, Captain Crookshanks, Rev. Mr. Gardnor, Mr. Edward 

* The objects of the Institution, although sufficiently explained in this minute, are 
given in greater detail in a work drawn up by the Founder himself under the title of the 
" Claims of Literature.*' In this book, Mr. Williams enters at great length into the 
purposes of the Institution ; describes the duties of its officers, and meets the objections 
which had been urged against it on the ground that it might promote the number and 
misery of authors, by encouraging persons with talents inadequate to literary pursuits 
to embrace authorship as a profession. On all these points, the Founder has recorded 
his sentiments in very explicit terms. In regard to the objects of its relief, he states 
that it was not proposed by the Institution to remove the inconveniences which accrue 
to Literature in England, and particularly from a misdirected education. " These," he 
says, " are legislative objects. The scholar must assume the character of an author 
'• to acquire a claim to the attention of the Society. Even to authors, that attention is 
" circumscribed ; and it is its fundamental law that its beneficiaries should be, or should 
"discover a disposition to become, useful writers.'* In regard to the duties of its 
officers, he describes them to be ** to apportion the honourable indemnities which the 
•• Literary Fund may afford ; to seize the moments when those indemnities may prevent 
"despondence, the parent of crime, and rouse the efforts of sinking talents; to dis- 
" tinguish the plausibilities of pretenders from the claims of genius ; to separate the 
" squalid impurity and criminal dross which the necessities of a second nature have 
" attached to minds of native excellence; to resist importunity and even the seductions 
•*of mere humanity. It is, however, the distinguishing happiness of this Institution, 
"that it does not in any degree, produce or foster the evil it is intended to remedy. 
" It does not, it cannot turn towards the pursuits of its unfortunate objects, a greater 
" share of the talents and industry of the country than would go into them of their own 
" accord, as may be the case with other charities ; for men cannot furnish themselves 
" with genius and learning at their own will ; they are furnished by nature and education 
"without a choice. The balance of employment throughout the country, is, therefore, 
" never disturbed by the Literary Fund ; and if it enable men of genius, already educated, 
" to exert and employ their talents, it must contribute to the advantage and perfection 
" of all other employments.** 
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Jerniugham, Mr. Robert Merry, Mr. Lockyer Dayii9, Mr. Alexander Blair, 
Major Jardine, Mr. Miles Peter Andrews, Mr. Robert Mitchell ; Mr. 
Edward Topham and Mr. Edward Brooke, Treasurers ; Dr. Thomas Dale, 
M.D., and Mr. Deputy Nichols, Registrars. 

Towards the end of 1790, the Institution had increased sufficiently to 
pay its current expenses, and enable the Committee to dispense its bounty. 
Only two applications were made to them this year ; the lirst was from an 
officer in the army who had published two small pamphlets, but the Com- 
mittee determined that such authorship was insufficient to establish a 
claim upon the Fund, and refused the petition : the second case was one 
of higher pretensions — an author of considerable reputation, whose editions 
of the Classics are still esteemed ; to him the Committee awarded several 
benefactions, which were liberal according to the extent of their means. 
The cbtIj minutes of the Committee show how judiciously the Fund was 
distributed, and how strictly the character and circumstances of each 
petitioner were investigated, that nothing might be wasted on the worth- 
less. 

In 1792, Captain Thomas Morris, the elder brother of the musical 
Captain Morris, the author of the ' Lyra Urbanica,' induced some Mem- 
bers and Friends of the Committee to join him in getting up a play for 
the benefit of the Institution. The proposal was warmly received ; and 
Richard the Third and a Farce, were performed at Opera prices, in the 
Haymarket Theatre, on the 16th of April in that year. Captain Morris 
wrote a prologue and epilogue for the occasion, and undertook the part 
of Richard. Alderman Birch, for many years the Senior Member of the 
Institution, played Tressel, The success of this experiment was so great, 
that a similar entertainment was given at the Haymarket Theatre in 1793, 
when Richard the Third was again performed. 

In 1 793, the first Anniversary Dinner of the Institution took place at 
the Crown and Anchor Tavern, Sir Joseph Andrews, Bart., in the chair ; 
from that time the Anniversary has been observed without interruption, 
and has been productive of great pecuniary benefit to the Fiind. In 1794, 
Captain Thomas Morris introduced the practice of reciting at the An- 
niversaries Poetical Compositions in praise of the Literary Fund. The 
novelty of such a proceeding at a public dinner ensured a favourable 
reception from the company, and the recitation of poetical addresses was 
continued, with more or less success, to the year 1830, when it was 
thought expedient to abandon the practice. Among the writers of these 
Poems were Captain Morris, Mr. Fitzgerald, Mr. Disraeli, Mr. George 
Dyer, Mr. Boscawen, the Rev. Henry Kett, the Rev. Dr. Charles Symmons, 
the Rev. George Crabbe, the Rev. Thomas Maurice, Mr. Henry Neele, and 
Mr. Allan Cimningham. 

As the Literary Fund had now beg\in to assume an important station 
among the other Institutions of the Metropohs, the Committee were de- 
sirous to secure the sanction of some eminent name as its President ; but 
for several years their efforts were unsuccessful. The first nobleman to 
whom the honour was proposed was the Marquis of Hastings, then Lord 
Rawdon, one of the most valuable friends the Institution has ever num- 
bered among its benefactors. The Committee were so anxious to obtain 
his co-operation, that, after his Lordship had dechned the Presidency on 
the ground of being prevented by other avocations from giving the tixxv^ 
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and attention to its duties which he wished, they repeated their request, 
and earnestly pressed him to accept the office. In his answer to this 
second application, addressed to Dr. Johnson, Lord Rawdon explained his 
views of the ohjects of the Institution, and of the duties of its Officers, 
and stated, that as on the one hand he could not reconcile it to his 
feelings to hold the office of President on the terms of inefficiency, so on 
the other he was convinced that his time would not admit of the attention 
to the duties of the office which he should think due from him. He 
consequently felt it necessary entirely to decline the compliment ofiered 
to him. The Duke of Leeds, the Marquis of Lansdowne, and the Duke 
of Portland, were suhsequently applied to, but without success ; and it 
was not until 1799 that the Presidency was filled up, when the first 
Marquis of Bute accepted the office, and took nn active interest in the 
concerns of the Institution. In his Lordship's letter to Mr. Caleb White- 
foord, accepting the nomination, he said, ** Since the society are of 
" opinion any services of mine can prove of utility towards so laudable 
** and excellent an estabhshment, I shall most cheerfully acquiesce ; I 
*' only fear those services will be found very inadequate either to such 
"expectation or my own wishes." In 1801, Lord Bute resigned the 
chair, and was succeeded by the late Duke of Somerset, who filled that 
honourable office until the year 1837, when he retired after thirty-seven 
years of active and zealous devotion to the interests of the Institution, — 
having presided, during that period, over nineteen anniversaries, and 
bestowed upon the Fund a series of munificent benefactions amounting to 
nearly ^600. In the letter announcing his retirement, his Grace said, 
**I cannot but regret the necessity I feel of relinquishing a Post, in 
" which I have always experienced so much attention from the officers 
" of the Society, and witnessed such success in its effi)rts to establish a 
" resource, to which authors of all classes and all countries might resort 
** in seasons of distress." His Grace was succeeded in the Presidency by 
the Marquess of Lansdowne, who had for many years been a Vice-President 
of the Institutfon. Lord Lansdowne filled the office of President till his 
death in 1863, when he was succeeded by the Earl Stanhope. 

The Permanent Fund was commenced in 1797, under the auspices of 
the Earl of Mountnorris, John Symmons, Esq., and Thomas Williams, 
Esq., M.P., and in the following year the Treasurers were enabled to make 
their first purchase of stock. By judicious management, the Institution 
during the first ten years of its existence, even with its limited resources, 
bestowed ^1,1/9 in the relief of applicants, and purchased stock to the 
amount of ^*1000. 

The year 1803 may be regarded as an era in the history of the Literary 
Fund, for it was in that year that the Founder succeeded in obtaining for 
it the patronage of the Earl of Chichester, — and the Treasurers received 
from India the largest donation yet bestowed upon the Institution. 
This liberal contribution, amounting to ^474. 19*. 6d,, was collected at 
Hyderabad by Colonel Kirkpatrick, and transmitted to the Treasurers 
under the name of the ** Hyderabad Subscription :" and it is hoped that 
this honourable example may even now be followed by the opulent resi- 
dents in our colonies and dependencies, who are as much interested in our 
national literature as those who experience its benefits at home. 

When the Earl of Chichester, then Lord Pelham, joined the Institution, 
he declared it to be his duty as a statesman and a member of the Cabinet,

to encourage an Institution whose deliberations and proceedings may affect 
important sources of public prosperity and happiness. The Noble Earl 
submitted that opinion to the Prince of Wales, who adopted it in the most 
gracious manner, and expressed his desire to be considered the Patron of 
the Institution. 

In 1805, the Prince of Wales gave the Institution a more signal proof 
of his munificence and patronage. For a long time previously, it had be- 
come evident to the Founder that the establishment of the Society in a 
house was necessary to its permanent prosperity ; and in January of that 
year, the General Committee and Council, at a joint meeting, adopted a 
Resolution that "to obtain a house as a permanent situation for the meet- 
" ings and papers of the Society, will be a measure calculated to promote 
"the interests of the Institution." It was also resolved at a subsequent 
meeting that a suitable house be taken at any rent not exceeding ^150 
per annum, rates and taxes included, and that the money requisite for 
accomplishing this object be raised by a particular subscription unde/ the 
name of the " House Fund." The progress of this subscription was how- 
ever so slow that the Founder determined to submit his views to -the 
Prince of Wales, and solicit his Royal Highnesses opinion on the means of 
accomplishing them. Lord Chichester most readily consented to be the 
medium of this communication ; and at his suggestion, the Founder drew 
up a detailed statement of the origin, progress, and ultimate aims of the 
Institution. 

This document was submitted by Lord Chichester to His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales, who entirely approved of the Founder's 
views, and took immediate measures to have them carried into execution. 
On the 25th of April, 1805, the Earl of Chichester presided at the Anni- 
versary Dinner, and stated from the chair that he had the honour of being 
intrusted with a Message to the Society from the Prince of Wales. The 
Message was as follows i 

" His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, Patron of this Society, 
" having understood that the accumulating concerns and business of the 
" Literary Fund required a House or Museum for its General Meetings, 
" Committees, Papers, Books, &c., and that the rent of such a house could 
" not be conveniently spared from the income of the Institution, has been 
" graciously pleased to direct Colonel Mac Mahon, this morning, to call 
" on your Founder, Mr. David Williams, to desire the Society might be 
" informed that his Royal Highness would order the revenue of the Duchy 
" of Cornwall to be charged with the sum of Two Hundred Guineas a year ; 
** to be paid quarterly or half-yearly, at the office of the Duchy, to the 
" Treasurer or Treasurers of the Society, for the discharge of that rent. 

" The Prince has also, in the most delicate manner exj3ressed his Royal 
'* Highness's opinion and wish that the Founder should have apartments 
** in the house, and such a direction and superintendance of the uses of it 
** as in the present circumstances of the Society may be necessary for the 
" interests, business, and permanent establishment of the Institution. 

" The present state of the Society has been explained to his iioyal 
" Highnees by the Earl of Chichester." 

The separate subscription which had already been opened under the 
name of the " House Fund," was now continue 1 as a means of furnishing 
and maintaining the proposed establishment ; and measures were takexs.^s^ 
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procure a house in an eligible situation, as it was understood that the 
Prince might occasionally honour it by his presence. As a further instance 
of the munificence of His Royal Highness, it may be mentioned, that 
when it became known to him that no suitable house could be obtained for 
less than ^232, the Prince desired Colonel Mac Mahon and the Earl of 
. Chichester to inform the Committee, that " it was his intention to bestow 
''the house on the Institution, and that the additional sum should be 
"paid from the revenues of the Duchy of Cornwall." 

It was at length determined that No. 36, Gerrard-street, Soho, should 
be taken as the house of the Literary Fund. As the Society was not 
then incorporated, some difficulties arose in the attempt to form a respon- 
sibility; but they were removed in the most generous manner by the Earl 
of Chichester and Colonel Mac Mahon, who became jointly responsible for 
the Society under the Prince's sanction. 

The distinction of the Prince's patronage, and the pubhcity given to the 
establishment of the Institution in a house under such auspices, was fol- 
lowed by an event of striking interest, which is thus recorded in a Report 
presented by the Founder to a Confidential Committee, over which Sir 
Robert Peel, Bart., presided, on the 10th March, 1806. 

" I need not recapitulate to you the circumstances of embarrassment and difficulty 
*' which induced the Society for the Literary Fund to devise means to concentrate its 
** power and activity — ^to secure the property accumulating in its name — to render visi- 
*• ble, by some public proof, the noble motives of its Institution — and to acquire perma- 
" nence and eflFect. These have been frequently detailed. They have been considered 
" as maturely as our meetings would admit, and they have brought us, by the munifi- 
*' cent aid of our Royal Patron, into this house. But the possession of the house re- 
" quiring a change of measures, and rather a change than an increase of expense, occa- 
"sioned some hesitation and doubt, which probably might have been irritated into 
" troublesome discontent, if the event had not brought with it the blessing which its 
" warmest advocates, only, thought it calculated to produce. A tradesman, when he 
" sinks a part of his capital, to exhibit his merchandize advantageously, and the professional 
" man who lays out his fortune in a mansion and equipage, are scarcely thought to spe- 
'* culate ; and we, in acquiring a settlement, acquired a necessary point of existence, to 
" which it might have been the highest prudence to devote a part of our capital, as well 
" as to expend a part of our income. We are fortunate enough to be under no such 
' ' necessity, and we are saved the trouble of analysing the rays of the sun to those who 
*' either cannot, or will not, see the light. The advertisement announcing the possession 
'* of a house under the patronage of the Prince of Wales, has produced a proposal, sub- 
" mitted by the Earl of Chichester to his Royal Hi^ness, which would convey to the 
'• Society a considerable property, provided the possessor were assured tliat certain mca- 
" sures would be taken for its establishment and permanence." 

This event, which for some time was kept secret by the Confidential 
Committee, was the Legacy of Mr. Tromas Newton, who beheved him- 
self to be the last descendant of Sir Isaac Newton, and bequeathed his entire 
estate to the Literary Fund.* There were, however, many difficulties 

♦ Mr. Newton's Grandfather, Edvra.rd Newton, was bom at Woolsthorpe, Lincoln- 
shire, and was educated at Grantham, where his Cousin, Isaac, had studied some time 
before him. Edward studied Law in London, and settled as a Solicitor at Colchester, 
where he married the daughter of Mr. Nutman, a considerable Woollen Manufacturer. 
By her he had a Son, John, who became a Citizen of London, and married a lady of the 
Lincolnshire family of Metcalf, the relict of John Stevenson, Esq., of the County of 
Middlesex. Thomas Newton, the benefactor of the Literary Fund, was the issue of 
this marriage. Ue was born Dec. 21, 1719, and married Mary, only daughter of the

to be met, and Mr. Newton was unwilling to bestow his benefaction until 
he was assured that measures would be taken to secure the permanence 
of the Institution. The Prince of Wales at once condescendingly and 
kindly gave the most distinct assurance, that the necessary legal measures 
should be taken under the best direction and advice in the country, to 
establish the Institution^ and to improve this fortunate event to its utmost 
advantage. 

Every effort was now made to procure a Charter of Incorporation, but 
the Law Officers of the Crown opposed innumerable difficulties, and the 
Attorney-General refused to sanction any measure which would incorpo- 
rate the general body of Subscribers. Ten years elapsed before these diffi- 
culties were entirely removed ; and the Charter was at length obtained by 
the persevering influence of Sir Benjamin Hobhouse, to whom the Institu- 
tion is indebted for a measure so important to its consolidation and perma- 
nency. Neither Mr. Williams nor Dr. Dale lived to see the accomj)li8h- 
ment of the object of their wishes — they both died in 1816, but they had 
lived long enough to see their exertions crowned with complete success.* 
On the 13th of June, 1818, Sir Benjamin Hobhouse presented the Charter 
to the Members ; the Prince of Wales immediately gave the Institution 
permission to bear his crest upon its arms, and expressed his high sense 
of the personal compliment paid him in requesting it. 

One of the most powerful causes of the prosperity of the Literary Fund is 
undoubtedly to be found in the steady friendship of the many distinguished 
men whom the Institution has numbered among its officers ; and there is 
perhaps no other public institution which can boast of such an amount of 
valuable and prolonged services. Among those gentlemen who have offi- 
ciated as Registrars, Dr. Dale devoted to its interests eighteen years of 
constant attention ; Mr. John Nichols thirty-one years ; Dr. Charles Sym- 
mons twenty-seven years ; and Dr. Anderson seventeen years : among the 
Treasurers, Mr. John Reeves officiated for thirty years, the Rev. Dr. Yates 
thirty-one, and Mr. Ranking twenty-four years ; Mr. John Thomas Hope 
was an Auditor for twenty-five years, and a Vice-President for twenty 
years ; Sir Benjamin Hobhouse was the Chairman of the Committee for 
twenty-six years; Sir Robert Harry Injglis was a Vice-President for 
twenty-one years, and latterly Chairman of the General Committee ; 
Mr. Rhodes was the Honorary Architect for more than forty years ; the 
Earl of Mouiitnorris was a Vice-President for the same period ; and the 
Marquis of Hastings, the Earl of Chichester, and the first Sir Robert Peel 
were Vice-Presidents, not merely in name, but in active and efficient 
exertions in its service for the space of nearly thirty years. 

Chevalier de Fontaine of France, and relict of Samuel Hurst, Esq., Page of the Presence 
to Geqrge II. Mr. Newton died in Smith Street, Westminster, Feb. 5, 180V. In 
accordance with the provisions of his Will, his body was embalmed under the direction 
of Sir Astley Cooper, and buried in the crypt of St. Paul's Cathedral, where a Monument 
to his memory, executed by Sir Richard Westmacott, at the cost of £300, has been 
erected by the Society, with the following inscription, "Thomas Newton, Esq., 
"Benefactor by Legacy to the Literary Fund." 

* Mr. Williams was bom at a Village near Cardigan in 1738, and was educated at 
Carmarthen as a Dissenting Minister. He died at the House of the Society in Gerrard 
Street, on the 29th June, 1816, and was buried in the Church of St. Anne's, Soho, 
where the following inscription marks the situation of his giave, "David Wiluams, Esq., 
" aged 78 years. Founder of the Literary Fund." 
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The Iqstitution has also numbered among its friends and patrons many 
of the most iiiaatrious members of the Royal Family. Its first Patron, the 
Prince Regent, to whose generous munificence it owes its rapid advance- 
ment, never ceased to take an active interest in its prosperity : and when 
the Prince became the Monarch, so sincere was his zeal for the welfare of 
the Institution that Annual Reports of its proceedings were always re- 
quired at the Palace. The name of George the Fourth justly stands 
at the head of the benefactors of the Literary Fund, for the sum bestowed 
by His Majesty before and after his accession to the throne amounts to no 
less than £5,455. His late Majesty and Queen Adelaide took great 
interest in the Institution ; and Her Most Gracious Majesty not only 
confers upon it the high sanction of her name as its Patron, but muni- 
ficently endows it with an annual benefaction of One Hundred Guineas. 

The Duke of Kent was the first member of the Royal Family who 
honoured the Institution by presiding at its Anniversary Dinner. His 
Royal Highness took the chair in 1815, and again in 1816, and the Insti- 
tution possesses among its records the following very interesting letter, 
dated April 23, 1819, a month before the birth of our Queen, wherein 
His Royal Highness expresses the warmest regard for the Institution : 

*' York Hotels Dover, 

April 23, 1819. 
" Dear Sir, 
" On my arrival here a few minutes since, T received through the medium of Mr. 
" C. L. Birch, of Great Queen Street, Lincoln's Inn Fields, a memorandum from you, 
" intimating the wish that I would take the Chair at the Anniversary Dinner of the 
" Literary Fund, fixed for the 6th May. I therefore hasten to inform you, at the same 
*' time that nothing would give me greater pleasure than to meet the friends of that 
" excellent Institution, that owing to the numerous applications I have received of a 
" similar nature, from the moment my coming to England was known, and the very 
'* advanced state of the Duchess's pregnancy, which renders it doubtful how soon in the 
" month she may not be confined, I have been under the necessity of declining all, with 
" the view of devoting the whole of my time to my attendance upon her, and a wish to 
*• be as little absent from her as possible until the awful moment is over, and her recovery 
" complete. I hope at some other time I shall have an opportunity of evincing my 
" attachment to the excellent Charity of which I have been so long an admirer, more 
*' forcibly than by words, and in the meantime wishing it all possible prosperity, 
" I remain, with esteem and regard. Dear Sir, 
" Yours faithfully, 
"Rev. Dr. Yates, Chelsea College." •' Edward. 

The Duke of Sussex presided over the Anniversary of 1817 ; the Duke 
of York presided over that of 1 822 ; and the late Duke of Cambridge 
presided over that of 1839 — the '* Jubilee" Festival which celebrated the 
50th year from the foundation of the Institution. The Anniversary of 
1842 was honoured by the presidency of His Royal Highness The Prince 
Consort, who testified his sympathy with the objects of the Fund by giving 
to the Institution the sanction of his presence ; the Anniversary of 1856 
was presided over by His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Commander-in-Chief ; and the Anniversary of 1 864 will be memorable as 
the first public Dinner presided over by His Royal Highness the Prince 
OF Wales, to whose presence in the chair the Institution is indebted, to 
quote the words of the Address presented to him on the occasion, for a 
success altogether unprecedented in the history of its Anniversaries.

111 addition to these proofs of favour and condescension from our Gra- 
cious Queen and the Royal Family, the Committee have the gratifi- 
cation of announcing that Her Majesty has heen graciously pleased to 
grant to the Institution the privilege of bearing the Imperial Crown as an 
addition to its Armorial bearings. This distinction has been conferred 
not only as a mark of the lively interest which Her Majesty feels in the 
welfare of the Literary Fund, but also as a permanent memorial of the 
honour conferred upon it by The Prince Consort in presiding over the Anni- 
versary of 1842. In commemoration of this special mark of Royal favour, 
it has been resolved that the style of the Institution be henceforth that of 
"The Royal Corporation of the Literary Fund." 

The Committee have also the satisfaction of recording the names of 
foreign Sovereigns and Princes among its Royal Benefactors. In 1842, 
the Chevalier Bunsen, then Prussian Minister at this Coiut, communicated 
to the Secretary that the late King of Prussia, desirous of giving to the 
Royal Literary Fund a proof of the lively interest which he took in the 
benevolent purposes of the Institution, had been pleased to present it 
with a donation of ^*100. In the following year Baron Brunnow, the 
Russian Minister, in a letter to the President, announced that His Im- 
perial Majesty the Emperor Nicholas, highly appreciating the objects of 
the Institution, had been graciously pleased to bestow upon it a dona- 
tion of one thousand silver roubles, amounting to ^*155. 18*. 5c?. In 
185.0, His Highness Maharajah Duleep Singh, transmitted to the 
Secretaiy, through the friendly intervention of Sir John Login, a dona- 
tion of ^*25, as a testimony of his interest in the welfare of the Fund. 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Oude, who honoured the Anniversary 
of 1857 with his presence, has bestowed a donation of ^*25 on the 
Institution: and the Committee have also to record two donations from 
His late Highness Jafur Alee, Bahadoor of Surat. 

That the Institution has also been found worthy of the patronage of 
distinguished men will be seen by reference to the lists of its deceased 
Vice-Presidents : among these the names of the Marquis of Hastings, Sir 
John Sinclair, Sir James Bland Burges, the Earl of Radnor, Sir George 
Leonard .Staunton, the Earl Spencer, the Earl of Sheffield, the Earl of 
Dudley, the Earl of Munster, Mr. Canning, Sir John Malcolm, the 
Marquis of Northampton, Sir Robert Peel, and Sir Robert Inglis, are in 
themselves sufficient guarantees for the administration of the Fund ; and 
the munificent Legacies of Mrs. Dixon, Mr. BickerstaiF, Dr. Fothergill, 
Mr. George Baron, and Mr. Strahan, the late King's Printer, are addi- 
tional proofs that an Institution founded for such objects, will never be 
allowed to fail for want of patronage. 

Among the contributions received from deceased Officers of the Cor- 
poration, there have leen some of peculiar interest as proceeding from 
authors of considerable celebrity, whose example, it is hoped, will not 
be lost upon other successful writers. In 1831, Mr. James devoted 
the entire produce of one of his works to the benefit of the Institution ; 
the Marquis of Normanby immediately followed this honourable example ; 
and the late Archbishop of Dublin for some years generously bestowed 
upon the Fund five per cent, on the profits of his works. 

Among the deceased Benefactors of the Royal Literary Fund is the 
name of an Ambassador, who, during a long residence at this Court, won 
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the esteepi and respect of all classes of society — Prince Lieven. Regarding 
the Institution as the only Literary Charity in the world, the Prince for 
many years was a liberal benefactor at its Anniversary Festival. This 
example has been followed by Baron Brunnow, the Ambassador of 
Russia at this Court ; by M. Constantine Musurus, the Turkish Am- 
bassador ; by Mr. Everett, Mr. Bancroft, Mr. Abbott Lawrence, 
Mr. IngersoU, Mr. Buchanan, Mr. Dallas, and Mr. Adams, the suc- 
cessive Ministers of the United States ; by M. Van de Weyer, the 
Belgian Minister; and by Chevalier Bunsen, the Minister of the first 
foreign Sovereign who ever contributed to the Fund. To these eminent 
members of the Diplomatic Body the Society is indebted for their con- 
stant and generous support; and to the Chevalier Bunsen and M. Van 
de Weyer their acknowledgments are more especially due for having given 
to the Institution a European character by presiding over two of its 
Anniversaries. The Institution is proud to number among its active 
supporters, many other eminent Diplomatists, whose approbation of its 
purposes may justly be considered as a high testimony to its importance, 
and as an acknowledgment of the liberality with which it ministers to 
the necessities of the man of genius, from whatever race he may have 
sprung. It is one of the characteristic features of the Royal Literary 
Fund, that it extends its assistance to the Foreign as well as to the 
EngUsh author ; its bounty has been experienced by the suffering scholar 
of every nation from Iceland to the uttermost bounds of Southern 
Europe ; and it is the boast and pride of the Institution, that it allows 
no national or political distinctions to loosen that common bond of 
brotherhood which ought to unite the literary men of all countries. 

In its career of unobtrusive usefulness, the Royal Literary Fund has 
devoted to the relief of the unfortunate scholar no less a sum than 
d66 1,887 ; and 3, 1 16 grants have been bestowed upon upwards of thirteen 
hundred appUcants. The Committee confidently beUeve that an Insti- 
tution diffusing such substantial good, and dispensing its benefits with 
equal delicacy and promptitude, must carry with it its own recommenda- 
tion, and plead, more powerfully than they can, in its own behalf. They 
feel that it is sufficient to call attention to the fact, that it is the only 
Institution in the world by which the intelligent classes can relieve 
their equals by birth and education, — that it ministers consolation to 
many a wounded spirit in the higher classes of society, — to men of 
genius and of character shrinking instinctively from a disclosure of their 
wants ; and upon whom, for this very reason, poverty presses with the 
heaviest hand. The relief of such men is at once a deUcate and painful 
office, and the duties of the Committee would often be most distressing to 
their feelings, if it were not for the conviction that they are enabled to 
gave from ruin many estimable persons who would rather sink under their 
calamities than appeal to the humanity of the public whom they have 
instructed and delighted by their talents. Among those who have been 
compelled by painful necessity to seek assistance from the Institution 
are many distinguished men, whose fame is the proudest inheritance of 
their countrymen, and the simple mention of whose names would bear 
startUng testimony to the value of the Institution. The Historian, the 
Poet, and the Divine — the Moralist who has confirmed the interests of 
virtue— the Dramatist who has beguiled thousands of their tears— the 
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Mathematician and the Philosopher who have clothed the truths of science 
in the graces of literary composition, and the Professional writer on Law 
and Physic, whose works have become text-books in the Schools, have 
found the Royal Literary Fund ever ready to minister to their wants, and 
to shield the knowledge of them from public observation. 

HoV much misery this bounty may have lightened or extinguished; 
how many sinking spirits it may have cheered to new exertions; how 
many years of helpless decay it has blessed with comparative comfort; 
how often it has smoothed the pillow of sickness or of death ; and what 
agonies of mind it has healed among a class of men whom the habits of 
their whole lives, their education, and intelligence, render most vulnerable 
in the mind, must be beyond human record ; but they will not be for- 
gotten where it is most important for men, and even for institutions, 
that they should be remembered. 

It is not the purpose of the Royal Literary Fund to encourage bad 
authorship, to sustain the idle, or to indulge the profligate : but to inter- 
fere, as far as it may, between the meritorious and those calamities against 
which no rank of merit can be always a security ; to lift up the honour- 
able and cultivated mind crushed by misfortunes that defy human pru- 
dence; to save those from ruin whose fall would be a scandal to the 
literary honour of the country; to help those who cannot help them- 
selves ; to prevent casual distress from being aggravated into desperate 
privation ; sickness from being turned into death ; and where death is 
inevitable, to soften the dying hour by the feeling that the widow and 
the orphan of the man of genius will not be cast loose to the bitter 
chances of the world. 

It is a praise which the Royal Literary Fund takes proudly to itself, 
that it has done this in a multitude of instances, and if it have not done 
it in all, it is neither from narrowness in its principles, nor defect in its 
conduct. It has restricted its hand by no invidious limits of class in 
society, religious persuasion, party feeUng, or place of birth. It receives 
all claims tdike ; desires no other attestation than the evidence that its 
bounty will be worthily bestowed, and then distributes to the utmost 
of its means. 

With these principles and purposes, the Institution feels itself entitled 
to appeal to every rank of intelligent society : — to the noble, whom Litera- 
ture endows with a second and not less authentic nobility; — ^to the 
opulent member of the learned professions, so many of whose less fortunate 
brethren it has sustained ; — to the successful man of letters, whose very 
triumphs have taught him the difficulties of the literary career, and who 
owes a debt to that literature by which his name is to be fixed among the 
permanent glories of his country. It appeals to every one who can 
appreciate the moral and religious benefits which literature confers upon 
society, — to the miUions who are daily and hourly improved by that in- 
crease and spread of knowledge which every year augments the number of 
its claimants ; and, in a stiU higher sense, to those who know that the 
supreme earthly duty of man is to feel for man, and that the most distin- 
guished abiUty and success are valueless where that duty is neglected.
